Viking 4th on the back to make him the 1953 International grand champion bull. 
Nor will they ever forget this bull stepping into the International sale ring and 
selling for $10,000. 


Budge Mead and Dr. Griffin had come to the International for the express 
purpose of buying the best bull there. They went home with the champion ... 
the first International grand champion bull of any breed ever to come to Florida 
However, this was not the start of the Far Reach herd. For three years Budge 
Mead had caretully selected top females from the breed's outstanding auctions 
and dispersions. Among others, he was the largest buyer at the dispersions of 
the good Metz and Swanson Iowa herds. The same vision and careful planning that 
made Far Reach ranch one of the most modern and practical cattle set-ups in the 
South, went into the selection of the herd. 


This occurred at a time when Florida, numerically one of the nation’s top 
cattle states, was just beginning to discover what the world’s greatest beef 
improver, the Shorthorn, could do for their industry.

No bull in the last decade has had 
a more illustrious show career. He was the grand champion bull of the 1951 
and 1953 Pacific International at Portland, the toughest show west of the Rockies. 
He was the reserve champion of the National Shorthorn Show, San Francisco, 
1952, and again reserve champion at San Francisco, 1953. His sire, Wheatland 
Viking, was purchased for $7000 by Charles Lusk, Waller, Texas, He sired bulls 
that sold for $2850 and $2500 at the 1951 International. His dam Nanlouei Secret 
is now a member of the famous W. C. Anderson & Son, Iowa herd. She was the 
champion at the Pacific International as a junior calf. Prince Peter was a $5000 
son of the Perth champion Calrossie Prince Peter. Killearn Monarch 10lst was 
the $7500 top of the 1946 Gallinger sale. One-hundred fifty daughters are in the 
great Wheatland herd. Sons sold at Wheatland would easily total in six figures, 
and includes the $5000 Wheatland Brigadier and the $4200 Wheatland Monarch.

All bulls are guaranteed breeders, provided they are not allowed to serve 
when under 14 months of age, or allowed to run with the herd when under 
20 months of age. In case of failure of a bull to be a breeder notice shall 
be given to the seller within six months of date of purchase, or by the time 
the bull is 20 months of age, if purchased under 14 months of age. 


With the exception of heifers sold under 14 months of age, all females are 
guaranteed breeders. Heifers under two years of age shall not be served 
by a heavy or old bull. Cows or heifers sold as bred, or safe in calf, not 
proving to be in calf must be reported to the seller within three months after 
date of sale. Females over 14 months of age sold open, not settling within 
six months after date of sale, shall be promptly reported to the seller. 


When an animal fails to comply with the above guarantee the seller 
has the option of substituting an animal of equal value to the satisfac- 
tion of the purchaser, or of having the animal returned for a trial for a 
period not to exceed six months. The expense of freight in such case 
is to be paid by the seller. If the animal is then proved to be a breeder 
beyond doubt it shall be returned to the purchaser at his expense.
